Discussed with Miss Fosdick the Look editorial of 18 April. She 
was in agreement and felt that Senator Jackson also would be in accord 
with the tenor of the editorial. She advised, however, that the Senator 
prefers to include in the Congressional Record only statements of his 
own position regarding CIA and its activities. She added that while she 
thought he would be perfectly willing to assist wherever necessary, he 
would prefer to have others insert in the Record opinions or positions 
of third parties. 

Miss Fosdick did take this up with him; however it was the Senator's 
determination that if we had any difficulty in locating a willing Senator to 
insert this in the Record he would be pleased to do so. In keeping with the 
prior conversation with Miss Fosdick we reiterated that we appreciated 
the Senator's consideration.
